Business Practically at Standstill to 
Rushville and Country Roads 
Are Impassable 


NO MAIL ON RURAL ROUTES 


Clerks Are 
Dismissed 
For Day, 
Trains Are Annulled. No Coal 
And None is Expected" 


Tho 
predicted 
'blizzard 
struck 
Rush county last night, ushered 
in 
with a temperature of 25 degrees be­ 
low zero, the coldest on record for 
the last 34 years, and coming with a 
drop of 44 degrees in the tempera­ 
ture within twelve hours time. 
At noon 
yesterday, 
the 
county 
weather observers 
thermometer at 
Mauzy registered 
*24 degrees above 
zero and 'by midnight, it had dropped 
to 25 degrees below zero. 
A severe and cutting wind, togeth­ 
er with a heavy snotw, falling rapidly 
and making deep 
banks that made 
traffic impossible in places, added to 
the severity qf the blizzard. 
Ayc<£ rdi« g to the records, the tem ­ 
perature in January, 19 8 4, fell 
to 
26 bt*low zero, but since that time, 
none haf< equalled today’s mark. At 
ten o’clock this morning, 
the gov­ 
ernment thermometer registered 
lo 
below zero. 
Business was reduced to a prac­ 
tical standstill 
by the 
severe cold 
and the deep snow baulks. ^ Clerks in 
the majority of the downtown 
de- 
pa rtment stores were dismissed for 
the day fo r there 
were 
few if any 
shoppers. Some of the dentists 
and 
other professional 
ipen closed 
up 
their shops for the day. 
The rural route carriers did •" not 
attempt to make their routes. 
Per­ 
sons from a1] over the county called 
in to the postoffice warning the car­ 
riers not to try to pass on some of 
the roads 
where 
banks were eight 
and nine feet deep. 
The mail trains were all late and 
some bf them 
1104 arrive at all. 
Until late this 
morning, 
no trains 
had come into the city. 
Two of the 
trains on the 0. I. & W. 
have been 
annulled, the 3:30 
train going east 
and the 12:30 
train 
tonight going 
west. 
This was necessary 
because 
of the congest ion 
on the state line 
near Chicago and some o f the trains 
mould not leave that city. Until noon 
today, the train leaving Chicago at 
l l o’clock last night 
and reaching 
here at 5:58 had not even pulled out 
of Chicago. 
The 
traction 
line 
is 
running 
a two hour local schedule, 
only the local 
cars 
running each 
way. The schedule will be continued 
until conditions 
improve. 
Further 
announcement will be made concern­ 
ing the change.

Chicago,

Tennessee 
and there was freezing weather alang 
the gulf. 
Officials were planning to establish 
a ration on necessities. 
Reports of deaths 
from freezing

Mothers and children 
without heat in their homes are 
invited to come during the day 
so they will not suffer from the, 
cold. 
They are welcome to 
bring cots and bed clothing o r 
make arty other arrangements 
for spending the night at the 
court house so long as the cold 
and the fuel shortage exists. 
The idea was suggested 
by 
Charles A. Frazee, deputy coun­ 
ty treasurer, and put into exe­ 
cution today with the consent 
of the county 
commissioners. 
There is plenty of room in the 
court 
house to 
accommodate 
many 
people. 
Officials

getting in touch today with peo­ 
ple who are in distress and in­ 
viting them to come to tire court 
house.

Only 57 Questionnaires to be Re­ 
turned at Noon Today—Weath­ 
er Delays This Work 


There were 
fifty-seven question­ 
naire* yet to be returned to the a r­ 
my selection board at noon today, 
and indications were that the hope 
of the legal advisory board that this 
work would be finished tonight would 
not be realized.
